WHERE DIVORCES DON'T GO, 


Chicago Divorces Don't Effeet Dower Rights 
Given Undera South Carolina Marriage. 
Columbia, S. C., June 6.-—(Special.)— 

Judge Witherspoon, of the circuit court, 

has rendered a decision in a ctyvil case 

Which touches, in a very important way, 

on the question of marriage in this state 

as affected by divorce in another state. 

The case was brought up by ¢. W. 
MeCrery, of this city, against J. H. 
Davis to compel the specitic performance 
of contract on the part of the latter. 
Davis's refusal to comply-was based on 
the ground that MeCrery-fatled to give 
him the release of dower of his divorced 
wif® Mrs... Rhoda MeCrery. 

The plaintiff was married in Brooklyn, 
N. X.,, and two years later his, wife 
separated herself from hia, removing to 
Chicago, where she ebtained a divorce, 
MeCrery failing to respond: to the com- 
piaint. 

McCrery held that, having thus severed 
their marriage, Mrs. Rhoda MeCrery has 
ho longer-a right of dower in his property. 

Judge Witherspoon, in his decision, says 


that the state of Illineis, or any other 
State, has no right to set aside the civil 


Jiws of this state, which are as suvereign 
2s the state. The marriage was. either 
contracted under the laws:of New York 
or of South Caroliaa. 1f under the foriner, 
the laws of that state will ouly permit 
of a divoree for adultry, while under the 
latter the law permits of no divorce pro- 
ceedings. ; 

Iie_holds that, according to the laws”of 
this state, the marringe had not been an- 
nulled, and the right of dewer still holds 
good, so far as civil action is affected. 

In brief, the ac.ion of a Chicago court, 
or the court of any other state ¢r.country, 
powerless to affect the laws of this 
commonwealth. 

The case is destined to prove of great

WEATHER CROP BULLETIN, 
Showing How the Kain Was Distributed 
nnd Condition of Crups. 

Washington, June 6.—The weather dur- 
ing ibe week Was gelerally favorable and 
‘rops Were venefited, except in the states 
of the lower Mississipm valley, including 
portions of Kentucky, Lennessee and <Ala- 
pala, where considerable injury has re- 
sulied from rains and tloods, and where 
Wari, dry weather is greatly needed, | 

Mississ:npe—Rainfall excessive and disas- 
trous in northern portions and very ljullous 
elsewhere; sunshine generaliy indefinite: 
fariu work retarded; crops generally grassy; 
badly washed on lowlands. 

Louisiana—Rain too heavy in some lo- 
eailties, but was generally tavorable; cane 
crop. growing fineiy; rice very promising: 
corn good; cotton fair and nealthy, but 
somewhat grassy: overflow covers all low 
lands and has ruined crops in extreme 
northeastern parishes. 

‘Texas—Weathber generally +-favorable for 
cotton and corn; fields unusually clear; 
southwest Texas reports cotton backward: 
oat harvest progressing nicely, except in 
some localities it has been delayed by show- 
ery weather. 

Arkansas-—-Severe storms of wind and 
rein, damaging corn and cotton greatly and 
interrupting all farm work: oats, wheat, 
potatoes, clover and grass doing well. 

Tennessee—Farm work at-a standstill on 
account of rain; cotton grassy and badly 
in need of work: tobacco nearly all planted: 
complaint of smutty wheat; hay good and 
ready to cut. 

IKKentucky—-Excessive rains, retarding 
farm work: corn becoming weedy; some 
not planted yet: high winds injured wheat 
and fruits; conditions favorable to tobacco 
setting. 


CORN AND COTTON DAMAGED 


By the Excesalve Kainfall in Mississippi—In 
Some Places Completely Ruined. 

Columbus, Miss.. June 6.—The enormous 
rainfell of the past three weeks has _ in- 
S‘ured the eorn and eotton crops ftfily v0 
percent. High winds have accompanied the 
rain and the ground is beaten down in 
places and the crops completely ruined. 
Tomb and Tuxapilla rivers are very high 
and have submerged erpps to the low lands, 
irom the present outlook it is safe to pre- 
diet as high floods as we had last year. No 
work has been done for two weeks and the 
erops are more backward than they have 
been in years.

at 1:15 o’clock this morning. At the time 
of his death he was unconscious, in which 
condition he remained since Sunday hhst. 
When the end came Mrs. Edwin A. Grosso- 
man, the tragedian’s daughter, bad her hand 
clasped jn that of her father. Around the 
bed stood Mr. BKooth’s brother-in-law, Su- 
perintendent MeGonigle, of the Players’ 
Club; Mr. Grosseman, William Bishpham 
and Charles I. Carvill. The only other 
persons present in the chamber were Dr. 
St. Clair Smith and the nurse. 

The small group who watched the last 
moments of the famous actor had been si- 
lent witnesses of Mr. Booth’s last struggie 
for life since 10 o’eclock, when they were 
summoned to the bedside by the nurse. 
Death at that time was momentarily ex- 
pected, but it was some hours later before a 
white handkerchief was seen to. flutter 
frgm thé middie window of the room in 
which Mr. Booth had lain sinee April 19th.

The incident of Mr. Booth’s magnificent 
extravagance in’ the interest of dramatic 
art in eausing the erection of the superb 
structure—Booth’s theater on Twenty-third 
street, New York—and the financial ruin 
which fell upon him thereafter, because’ 
he permitted his splenlid art instinet

Carry away with it his business judgment. 
All this is well known nd appreciated by 
the American art public, and by — the 
thousands: of friends of Mr. Beoth. In 
1888, he opened in New York the club for 
actors known hy the name of “The Play- 
er’s.”’ the entire expense of which was 
paid by Mr. Booth. 

Mr. Booth’s first serious illness came on 
April 3, 1889. when he was stricken with 
incipient paralysis while playing in “Othel- 


lo.” in the Lycenm theater in’ Rochester. 
The last four Years of Mr. Booth'’s life 
have been passed in the Plavers’ Club. 


During the summer months of 1891 and 
1892. he spent considerable time with his 
daughter at Narragansett. It was in the 
latter vear, while, making his annual visit, 
that he was so seriously ill at her housa. 
His friends, particularly solicitous for his 
health, just at that time, had grave any.re- 
hensions that he would not have sufficient 
etreneth to warranr attempting a return to 
New York. But with cooler weather eame 
an improvement in his condition, and he 


appeared in his elub in October, From 
this time, those who knew him mosr_ in- 
timately remarked the decline jn his 
health.

He 
could not state, however, if he expected 
to make*bond today. Uf bail is not arranged 
Hill will go to the county jail this morning. 

Hill spoke as if he were indifferent vo 
the matter. He said that the whole matter 
rested with his attorneys and he relied on 
them, and he looked very resigued to wait. 

“Of course,” he said, “you must know 
how incarceration must affect a man who 
is a man. It is very trying. The circum- 
stances that now surround me are tearible 
to a man of a sensitive nature.” 

Hill shuddered a Tittle as he’spoke and 
turned to reading Hardy’s book. 

Wink Taylor reached the city from Chi- 
cago just after midnight last night and 
shortly before 1 o’clock called at police 
headquarters and requested to be allowed 
to see Hill. His request was granted and 


he remained with his relative for some time 
in the latter’s cell.

CLARK OVERRULES “FORMER JEOPARDY, 


And Twelve Men Must Pass Upon the 
Case After Hesring the Evidence. 
The Work of Getting a Jury. 


‘As had been anticipated in yesterday 
morning’s paper, Judge Richard Clark 
sustained the demurrer of the state, and 
overruled the plea of Porter Stocks. 

The attorneys for neither side appeared 
to be especially surprised at the judges 
decision, and Stocks, the prisoner, did not 
seem to be the !east crest-fallen or worried 
over the outcome of his plea of former 
jeopardy. 

Judge Clark announced that, in view of 
the discussion of the day before, he thought 
it was nothing more than right that he 
should give an elaborate opinion, although 
it was not his habit to do so. He spoke 


of the laws of humanity in a very eloquent. 


and pathetic way, and words touched none 
in the courtroom more than they did the 
prisoner himself, who listened to the de- 
cision with sympathetic interest. 

After Judge Clark announced that he 
sustained the demurrer, the counsel for 
the defense stated that Stocks would waive 
formal arraignment, waive putting the 
panel on himself, and plead not guilty with- 
out withdrawing the special plea in bar, 
or without prejudice to any just exception 
to the action of the court in striking the 
plea. Judge Clark came into the courtroom 
just at 9 o'clock yesterday morning, a thin 
roll of paper in his hand. ife ascended to 
his seat, and in his usual tone of voice 
asked the clerk to call the firet forty- 
eight jurors. This being done, the judge 
spread out a couple of sheets of notes be- 
fore him and announced that he was ready 
to deliver his opinion upon the plea of 
former jeopardy filed by Porter Stocks 
through his attorneys. 

The first touched upon by the judge was 
that of what constitutes “former jeopardy.” 
It will be remembered that Colonel W..C. 
Glenn quoted several authorities to the 
effect that “former jeopardy” existed not 
until after a verdict had been reached... On 
the other hand, counsel for the defense 
were equally ardent in the claim that a 
prisoner was in jeopardy the moment the 
jury was empaneled end sworn. Judge 
Clark stated tha. it was settled in Georgis 
without regard to what the law was in 
England and some states in America, that 
after a jury has been empaneled the de- 
fendant is then put in jeopardy. This, 
then, left but one question to be decided, 
the plea of discharge, which was over- 
ruled by Judge Clark, embodied the only 
other point at issue; that question was as 
to whether or not the death of the juror's 
mother was ae sutlicient legal cuuse for 
his discharge aud the declaration sf a 
mistrial. 

Judge Richard Clark's Opinion. 

It becomes necessary that I should pro- 
nounce my judgment upon the question sub- 
mitted to the court. and that arises upon 
the demurrer to the plea which the defendant 
files, stating facts from which he claims he 
has been put in jeopardy already in this 
cuse. 

I might pronounce my judgment very brief- 
ly, but I deem it in accordance with profes- 
sional and judicial ethics that after a lengthy 
discussion, a judge should give the reasons 
for the judgment which be pronounces. 

I will first state that I was not only very 
much entertained, but considerably instruct- 
ed, by the discussion upon this issue as made 
yesterday by the gentlemen upon both sides. 
So I will proceed to give my reasons for the 
judgmeut which I will pronounce. 

W hat Constitutes “Forme: Jeopardy.” 


Without regard to “what the law of being 
in jeopardy has been heretofore in England, 
and in some of the states of America, it is 
well settled in Georgia that after a jury has 
been empanelled in a case that the defend- 
ant is then put in jeopardy, and that a mis- 
trial cannot be declared except from some 
necessity, and that declaring of a. mistrial 
from a legal necessity, it is adjudged that 
the defendant has not been in jeopardy, and 
that he may be tried again. 

So the sole question for ny decision in this 
case, the law being settied as stated. is 
whether the death of 8 juror’s mother makes 
such & DLecessily. 

The Case Within the Priaciples. 


The fact that no case just like this has 
been adjudicated does not alter it, if this case 
is within the principle; and the best autuor- 
ities say it becomes a matter of sound judi- 
Cial discretion; and the only dinit is, it shall 
not be dune capricivusiy.” The Judge must 
have the fact of the necessicy upon Which to 
base his Judgment.

Death of a Judge's Wife.

fathers, and to uncles and aunts, for these 
sometimes are the only parents the child 
knows.

Will his simply going ta the funeral restore 
his mental equilibrium? Let. what I have 
said. and the extract I have read, answer this.

That Is the view I have taken of this case 
independent of consent. As In my judgment 
1 regard what transpired as consented to by 
the defendant's counsel, but @ wil! say piain- 
ly that I would have done what I did if 
there had been no consent, Still the state is 
entitled to whatever is in the record that goes 
to show there was. consent. Now, I say 
this tn justification of the situation I would 
be ju in case this case had proceeded tu 
trial. I would be sitting bere Knowing that 
the mother of one of the jurors was dead 
for a couple of days, and for the rest of the 
time I would know that she was buried. I 
would not have such a feeling on me. It 
would disorder my own mind as judge while 
such a burden was resting upon me. 

It was with the greatest reluctance I de- 
elared this mistrial: that I had the juror 
informed and discharged him, and then declar- 
ed a mistrial, because, as is well Known, 
this is a long case, and has once been tried,

The State Va. Porter Stocks, Murder. 

“Now, your honor,’’said Solicitor General 
Hill the moment that Judge Clark finished 
the delivery of ‘is opinion, “‘the question of 
my brother associate, Glenn, becomes per- 
tinent. Will the defense waive the former 
arraignment, the plea of uot guilty having 
been withdrawn.” 

After some discussion the matter was 
arranged by a formal entry, which was put 
upon the back of the indictment. This entry 
read as follows: . 

“On this, 6th day of June, 1803, the de- 
fendant Wnives formal arraignment, waives 
putting the panel upon the prisoner and 
pleads not guilty without pejudice to the 
special plea in bar and without prejudice 
to any just exception to the action of the 
court in striking said plea.” 

The Firat Panel Seated. 

The first panel of jurors were sworn in 
and seated, but in less than ten minutes 
the chairs were all empty, with the result 
that out of the twelve called but two were 
chosen. 

The first juror of the first panel was J. 
W. Hopkins, and he was released upon the 
intimation from him that he had expressed 
his opinion in the matter of Stocks’s guilt 
or innocence. A couple of other jurors stood 
aside for the same cause, and the first juror 
selected was M. L. Betterton, a farmer, 
who lives ten miles from town, below East 
Point. Juror No. 11, of the first panel quali- 
fied and wag accepted by both the defense 
and the state, the order reversed: his name 
wes S. R. Hutchins, Who stated that he 
soid meat. The state and defense used one 
strike each on this panel, 

The Performance Duplicated. 


The second panel was called by Clerk 
Myers in that monotone voice which he 
us*s to such advantage, and as fast as th 
names were called, the jurors filed into the 
jury box. The first name called was that 
of Richard A. Harris, a member of the 
firm of Swift & Harris. He qualified and 
Was accepted, making the third juror. The 
next two jurors were objected te by the 
staie. The sixth Juror of this panel was 
objected to by the defense. The state ob- 
jected for the third time and the next 
juror was qualified and sent into the jury 
room to join his predecessors. This fourth 
juror Was J. Ll. ewing, a tinner. Jurors 11 
and 12 were negroes and the defense ob- 
jected to them. The state, three strikes: 
the defense, three strikes, 

Failed to Materialize. 

The third panel came up smiling, pre- 
pared for the questions that had been fired 
at the others by the state and the defense. 
Not a single juror was accepted out of the 
twelve in this panel, and while 
the striking wis in progress 
Rev. Sam Jones, who is an unele of 
Porter Stocks, came into the courtroom 
and took a seat by the defendant, appear- 
ing to take great interest in the proceed- 
ings. Two of the jurors, Ben Harris and 
Joel Pittman, were told to stand aside on 
account of some little irregularity in the 
placing of their names upou the original 
list. Another mistake in the pames that 
occurred Was in the case of A. S. Dunn. 
Wheh the name of S. H. Donaldson was 
called A. S. Dunn arose and stated that 
be understood that the clerk was calling 
him, and as no one else had responded had 
taken his place in the jury box. Dunn’s 
name failed to show up on the record of 
the original list, although he exhibited a 
subpoena. 

_ James Sanders, a negro, was the eleventh 
juror, and was not accepted because he 
Wis very flat-footed in his statement to the 
effect that he did not believe in capital 
punishment. The twelfth juror was object- 
ed to by the defense. No jurors were ob- 
tained out of the third panel, and the de- 
fense gave up another strike. 

Two Strikes and a Juror. 


During the calling of the fourth panel 
in the efforts of the state and defense to 
get jurors, Judge Van Epps oceupied a seat 
by the side of Judge Clark. The first juror, 
R. L. White, was excused because he was 
an engineer. Juror Kersey came very near 
going on the Stocks jury, but for a dis- 
crepancy in the jury sheets. His name 
appeared on the original list qs Keirsey, 
while he claimed that he spelled it Ker- 
sey. The spelling created some argument 
between the State and the defense; the 
State arguing that Kersey was not on the 
list and the defense contending that he 
was on the list. Judge Clark finally de- 
clared that he thought that Kersey was on 
the list, at which statement Solicitor Hil! 
became the least bit agitated and declared 
that the state objected to the juror.

“But, your honor, I have been given no 
chance for a lega) excuse. I am deaf in a 
slight degree, to say the least.

“IT am nearly totally deaf in the right 
ear,” explained Mr. Wyly, “and I can hear 
none too good with the left auricle.” — 

“Let him go, your honor,” was the witty 
remark of Colonel W._ ©.

The seventh juror was James M. Wil- 
liams, a carpenter, of Peachtree district. 

Henry Bass, a printer, qualified, but 
when he stated that he worked on The 
Journal, Solicitor Hill objected for the 
state. The name of Mr. Julian Field, who 
but recently married Miss Adair, was 
called by Clerk Myers. A smile floated 
around the courtroom as sOMe one replied: 

“He's just married.” 

“That settles it,’’ retorted Clerk Myers, 
as with a large sigh he proceeded to call 
the seventh panel.

Two Jurors from the Seventh. ‘ 


The seventh panel of jurors was hardly 
seated when two of the members stepped 
forward to be excused; one of them was 
a sanitary inspector, and the other was 
Juror Pennington, who was a little deaf.

The Alternoon Session Yesterday, 

It Was just fifteen minutes after 2 o'clock 
Yesterday afternoon when Judge Richard 
Clark motioned Clerk Myers to proceed 
with the routine of empaneling the twelve 
jurors who were to compose the eighth 
panel. A. EL. Holiingsworth, one of the 
panel, arose and stated that. he was a 
cousin of Porter Stocks, which fact dis- 
qualified him. 

Emory Cagle, an Oak Grove farmer, was 
accepted as the tenth juror; and L. T. 
Lewis, a retail grocerymun, was_ selected 
as the eleventh juryman. The state object- 
ed to the next juror, the defendant to 
three others and tlhe state to the twelfth. 

Two jurors were secured from his panel, 
the state had two strikes and the defendant 
three. 

The Twelfth Juror on Hand. 

The first juror called on the ninth panel 
plead as an excuse for non-service that he 
was not a citizeu of the United States. 
His name was John Boylan. 

After several objections the twelfth 
juror was accepted by both sides. His name 
was the same as that porne by the juror, 
the death of whose mother caused his dis- 
charge and the declaration of a mistrial, 
John T. Crawley. This occurred at exactly 
3:35. o'clock. 

Judge Clark then sent out for the re- 
mainder of the jury and after a slight 
commotion in the jury room they cane 
out in a very straggling order, all of them 
looking tired and sleepy. They were sworn 
in the Stocks case, and were informed 
that the issue was whether or not Porter 
Stocks was guilty of the murder of Alf 
Cassin, the indictment being read by Solic+ 
tor. General Hill, the jury was ordered to 
retire by the judge.and he adjourned coutt 
until 9 o'clock this morning, when the wit- 
nesses will be called to the stand in tke 
same order that was commenced just one 
week ago today at the same hour.

A PISTOL AFTER THE HUSBAND, 


And the Wife Says She Wes Pursued

she has constantly persecuted and annoyed 
me. She has exhausted every method of 
getting me to take her back. ‘The way I 
have been persecuted is positively incredi- 
ble,” said L. Bennett, thirty-five years old, 
a clerk in the postothce, a decided bl nde, 
With rosy features and an auburn rustacie, 
Lo Recorder Calhoun yesterday nfternoon, 


“kor three month@ 1 have been most 
Shamefully persecuted. I have been fol- 
lowed in the street, called the vilest vl 


Nnumes, have received the most scurruvus 
letters, and have been so terribly 
cuted that I can bear it no longer,”’ 
Mrs, L. Bennett, a very dark cumpilexioued, 
biack-eyed, raven-haired bruneite jady of 
sinali stature, speaking to Judge Andy Cal- 
houn, 

Both husband and wife had the appear- 
ance of bemg very respectable people, AL. 
Bennett looked a solid man of clerical pur- 
suits. Mrs, Bennetl wus atiractiveiy aut- 
rayed In a& Meat street costume, and used 
excelient language and spoke m a lady-init 
IMannber A haif dezen witnesses stovd 
back iu the rear tormiug a semi-circle ol i1n- 
terested lookigg beings. They were there 
to teil what they knew of the domestic 
troubles between Mr, Bennett and his wiie, 
but they were not given a chance, ‘Phe ele- 
Vator bey at the postoilce was present to 
deliver some very Uuportant testimony, bat 
he went away wilh-the burden on his 
breast. 

‘Khe case came before Judge Calhoun in 
the nature of a very serious charge brought 
against Mr, Bennett by his wife. The two 
have been separated siice three months ago. 
Vhey found at that time their tempers were 
incompacble, and Mrs, Bennett returned 
to the home of her mother to reside, Sie 
earried’® with her her child. ‘wo or three 
days ago she avers that as she was return- 
ing from a shopping expedition in the eity 
Bennett met her near her home on Wil- 
liams street and accosted her, addressing 
her in a most obscene and insulting manner. 
He called her a vile name and she ran. 

Mrs, Bennett says she ran into Peach- 
tree street, Bennett following, pointing to 
her and calling her a most offensive name. 
She states that his conduct frightened her 
to death, and that he has constantly and 
persistently persecuted her since they ser- 
arated. She was accompan lied by her six- 
teen--year-old sister at this time, but the 
latter was not in court yesterday afternoor. 

Mr, Bennett gave a version of the troubles 
between himself and wife as different tron 
that given by Mrs, Bennett as it possibly 
could be. He solemnly called down. tie 
wrath of heaven upon him if he had so muc 
as spoken to his wife since separating frou 
her. He did not pursue her or call her bad 
names.» When they separated he gave he 
his entire worldly possessions and she took 
their ehild. 

“] gave Bailiff Martin a dollar to go witl 
me to her mother’s house so I could see the 
child,” said he, “and she drew a pistol o1 
mie, She has done eve r\ thin 4 she kney 
how to do to get me to ts ike her back. Sh» 
has sent notes to me+the elevator bor 
knows it-——she has been to Postmaster Lewis 
and asked him if IT wonld take her back. 
have positively refused to do so. This 
charge is only in line with a series of per 
secutions she has begun against me.” 

Mrs, Bennett said she was the persecuted 
one—that she had parted with her husband 
voluntarily because she could not. live with 
him. She was in tears as she told her 
story. 

Jndge Calhoun withheld his decision until 
today. Fle will cive the ease a private 
hearing in his office and Mrs. Bennett's 
young sister will testify.
